DYNAMITE UNDER A CHURCH.

Hahxton, Pa., Dee. ST.— National 

rivalry led to a djTiamite outrage iui<l a 
fight at Derrinjjer Chri-stmas. A couple 
of one nationaht y had IhH'n married and 
their frienda were celebrating the event. 
Home ot the we<ldinj< gneeta wore not of 
the same nationality an Thomas Baba, 
the bri<leLcr(K)ni, and his bride and ill-feel- 
ing «i)ra!ig u'l. The niemlterH of the mi- 
nority nationality withdrew and gathere<l 
a mob of their friends. Under one cor- 
ner of the house in. which the fcBtivitiert 
were in proin^s they placed a large 
quantity of (tyniunite. 

One of their number weakened at the 
last moment and informed the Ku*st(^. 
The guests came rushing from the hous<' 
just as the fuse had been lighti-d. Se v- 
eral tried to tear out the fuses and otli< rs 
carried away part of the (hrnomite. He- 
fore they could accomtdiu much, how- 
ew, they were compelled to flee by the 
progresa of the fire on some of the fuses . 
The house waa badlv wrecked by the ex- 

eoeion and the whole town was thrown 
to ezdtemeot. 

After the smoke oleared away the wed- 
ding gueats attacked the authors of the 
outnige, and a hard fli^t took place. 
Many shots were fired oo eadi side, and 
knlvaa, dubs and stones were freely used. 
The airiTal ol the ocastaUe stopped tho 
fight, and each aida canied off its dix- 
abled. The woman all fled screaming to 
tiie mountains back of the town when 
the fitfht began. Fourof the participant/^ 
were badly ii^ured. At lea-st a score of 
otiheni are more or lees injured. All con- 
eemed are miners.

The money waa in rflTer, fold and jftupei 
currentgr. The leader of tha gang es 
caped, and it ia supposed that he cttrried 
the money with him.

He was arre8t< d by City Mai-shal 
Pryor, who placed him in charge oi his 
son, who is a deputy. Macklin wrenchtt 
young Prvor's cane from him and started 
to run, wni reupon Prj or shot him in the 
back, inflicting what is thonglit to !» a 
mortal wound. Mmkliu i> alxmt 30 
vears of aire. Hlis fri ml. S. 1'. M.difitf, 
mterfered and yonng I'ryor shot him 
aluo, tliu ball entering the jaw. 

DaaSOMNM GoMtorfWta. 

St. JobbFH, Mo., Deo. 88.— Harrison 
county baa been flooded for the past 
three months wltii dangerous counter- 
feit sOver doUan, halves and niokles. 
Yesterday tho leader of the gang was 
brought before Federal Commissioner 
Pollock, at this place. Witnesasa awore 
that he manufactured the spurioaa coin 
out of old silver teapots and watch cases, 
and his organized gang passed the stuffc 
He failed to give bond in the sum of 
$5,000. The officials expect more arrests 
to follow. A full outfit of dies and 
counterfeiter's tools was captured.

Free Fliiht Ammmg Italian*. 

Hazlkton, Pa., Dec. 27.— In a free 
fight at Ebervale last night, in which 40 
or 50 men took part, four of them were 
seriously injured. The'v are: Mike Lam- 
bert, probably fatally shot; James Lam- 
bert, stileto wound in the neck, condition 
critical; Mike Fennall, ahot in the head; 
Tony Lobert, stileto wound in the neck, 
will die. The participants were nearly 
all Italians, and tiie battle raged for more 
than an hour. Onus, knives, dubs and 
weapons of every kind were used. A 
posse is aft*>r the unhurt jiarticipants. 

Navad From a Wreck. 

Dknveu, Dec. 87. — As the Union Pa- 
cific suburban train was slowing up at 
the Val Verde crossing the engineer 
notioed the switch waa set wrong and, 
mersing his engine, brought the train to 
a stop just as it reached the switch. The 
awitui had bsan unlocked and opened 
and a evowbar and a niece of rail three 
leak long inserted in the frog. All the 
passengers were laboring men who car- 
ried no money, nor was there valuables 
in tha train. 

Huloide In a I>«pot. 
St. Joskph, Mo., Deo. 87.— Yesterday 
forenoon a well dressed stranger walked 
into the Burlington depot, and aft^^'r 
Marching his pockets and destroying a 
number of papers, was sean to go to the 
water cooler and swallow the contents of 
a small bottle. He then sat dovm on one 
of tha benches and a few moments later 
the watchman found that he was dead. 
There was nothing left on his pmon ex- 
cept a sum of money and Ua fitantiiyis 
a myatary. 

To Quell a Riot. 

Tampa. Fla., Dec. 27.- Acting nnder 
instrut:tions from Governor .Mitc-noll the 
Tampa rifles. 42 strong, left on the 8 
o'clock train last night for Wildwood to 
aid in quelling the negnj riot. The gov- 
ernor ordered a special train from Ocala 
to that place to convey the rifles of that 
dty to toe-soene of the riot.

the rocks, with scanty clothing and 

scantier food, drenched by the spray 
from the waves, wliich were rapidly 
beatiiiK their Hchoouer to pieces a couple 
of lenifthx away - such in the story of 
Bhipwre<-k and privation told by the six 
men who fonne<l thecrewof theschooner 
Milford, which kjuUkI from Mobile to 
KinL,'s1on. .lamaica.on Nov. Hi. 

Tlie steamship Nejituiie ha.s .iust ar- 
rived with five of the crew. The mm 
are: Laurit« Larsen, John Sven.son, 
Axel Dahl. John C'eas^er and the nww- 
ard. an American, whose name was un- 
known to the rt'st of tb" 'survivors. ( 'ap- 
tain Weid remained behind at Green 
island to UN)k after what ia left of the 
wr» ck and car;?o. 

Tho Milford was a three-ma-tid 
Bch<x)n.rof HOO ton.s. She arrive<l ott" 
Salt t'reek on I»>c. she w;i.s t;i< ii 
about eight miles from (ireui island, tii" 
nearest harbor. That night the v(^s.sel 
encountered a heavy wpiall. whi. h be- 
came a gale, and in half an hour the 
Milford was pounding on the edge of a 
reef. 

The crew lowered the only boat th' v 
had, but were forced to return to the 
Bchoonrr, as they could not reach the 
shore throu^;h the heavy surf. As they 
hdatod the Ixiat to the davits a heavy 
mm Bpmxhml it to splinters and the men 
were dashed aliout the deck. Svensi-n 
was severely injure<l on the right shoul- 
der. Shortly afterward the vessel rorang 
a leak and it soon became evident that 
she would go t4) pieces. 

With the api>eurance of daylight the 
cr«iw had a chance to see what were the 
best meana of swring themselves. Larsen 
decided to try an(l swim to the rocks 
neiffby. The water was infested with 
sharks, but he plunged into the waves 
and reached tlie rodcs in safety. He 
made fast the end of a line, and then the 
work of gettfaig the other men ashore 
bM»m. 

They all made the dangerous passage 
in ss^^. They brought some food and 
water adiore, but only just enough to 
Inep them from dying of starvatkm. 

Tne crew remainea on the rocks until 
the following Thuradi^. They were 
without any kind of shelter. The storm 
had abated Iqr Thursday afternoon and 
the natives came out in a canoe an took 
them to shore.

Idt Find* Her Imp: 
Very IrkRoine. 

KoKOMO. Ind.. Dec. 27. -Mrs. Augusto 
Bchmidt. who is under indictment for 
murder in the first degree for tha killfaig 
of Oscar Walton, her tenant, last Octo- 
ber, and who haa since lain in Jail here, 
is maUna a desperate eflbrt tobe admit- 
ted to bell. To that end she hss, through 
ten prominent attorneys, began hab«»is 
corjius proceedings, and the trial is nww 
in progress before Judge Kirkpatrick. 
The same evidence that will fbllow in the 
regular trial was introduced in this pro- 
oeeding and was of a startling and sensa- 
tional nature. 

Oct. SO laat Mrs. Schmidt, who is a 
German lady 46 years old, and who re- 
cently came into posseseion of an estate 
valued at |80,000, quarreled with her 
tenant, Oscar Walton, and shot him 
deml. Walton wiis a prominent young 
man. son of .Samuel Walton, the founder 
of the town of Walton, a few milce 
north of this city. It developed in the 
trial here that Walton. .s(X)n aft<'r taking 
charge of her farm last sjirin^'. trio<l to 
induce Mrs. Schmidt bi i)i-ocure a divorce 
from her husband and marry him. and 
that he had also made indecent ] rojK^sals 
to her. Shortly thereafter ^Irs. Schmidt 
l)OUKlit a revolver and threatcne<l to 
sh<Hit him. They hjul fre(nient (piarrels, 
in whii h numerous threatn were ex- 
changed, and finallj' resulted in a trag- 
edy. 

TIk witnesses to the shootinj,' were tho 
aged and infirm parents of yoi.iiic Wal- 
tiiii. and Mrs. Srlmiidt's .son. 10 yeai>i of 
at,'e. Tlie Waltons oicnpied one part of 
the fariiilionse, the SchinidtH the other. 
The slioiitiiig w;is in the diKirw.iy leading 
from one's apartment to the other's, 
Walton's body telling across the thtea- 
hold. 

The old niotlii r of t!ii' vii tiin testifie<l 
that Mrs. Sciimidt. aft. r a rirvirrel over 
ge(-e i^etiin:^' into a roviilieM.' aail a tight 
with In r H-in. and that she tiien went to 
her 1 iii'Mii. procure<l a r< volver, re- 
tume<l. burst in the partition door the 
young man wa.s trying to l^anicade. Mid 
delilKM ntely inurdt red him. 

Mrs. Schmidt, who pleads si'lf -defense, 
says she was herself trjing to baniciide 
the door, and that Walton forced it bpi-n 
and made a murderous assault ou her, 
and she wa.-i coniji lied to shoot him in 
self-ilefease. Her boy corrolKiratecl ii< r 
story. 

The prominence ( if the parties makes 
the case of intenm- interest. The mur- 
deress is an adopted daughter of a Ger- 
man baroness, by whose death, four 
years ago. Mrs. Schmidt came in posses- 
sion of a large fortune, after long litiga 
tion. The remainder of her inheritance 
will now go for attorney foes and court 
expenses. The trial will continue until 
the iMt of th e week .

Present. 

RADICAL CHANGE ASKED FOR. 



Oov f r n«hba«k of ArkaaMS Writes • 

Letter to !'r*«lilent Clcvrlanil on tks 
Subject Huil Appeals to the Fedaral 
Oovernment F«r PswtaeUo a Aa BxtHMl 
of tha Latter. 

8t. LoriH. Dec. 27.— A special to the 

Republic from Litth- Rock. .\rk.. says: 
Governor Fish back has writt>Mia letter to 
President Cleveland, complaining of the 
fact that till- Indian Territory is an 
asylum for dang< rons criniinals of all 
kinds. The letter is in part as follows:

Little Rock, Auk. f 

To the President: 

Tbs developments incident to the xeoeut 
train robbery and murder at Olypbant, 
in this state, renders it proper, it seems to 
me, to call your attention to the dangerous 
relation wbicb the Indian Territory wast 
of us occupies to the states of the Unioni 
and espedally to the adjaoeut statea of 
Arkansas, Kansas, Texas and Oklahoma 
Territory. 

Upon the person of one of the captured 
robbers was found a map of the route they 
had taken from the ludian Territory, 175 
miles, to the scene of the robbery, and also 
a map of the country around Cbattaaooga, 
Tenn., showing that another robbery was 
contemplated at or nsar that dty. 

I have good r e a son to suspect that a very 
large percentage of the bunk and train 
robberies wbicb take place west of the Al- 
leghenles and east of the Rocky Mountains 
are organized or originate in this Indian 
Territory. I^et me add that the refuge 
which this sparsely settled rendesvoiu of 
outlaws affotus to criminals is a constant 
temptation to crime in all the country 
arouud. 

During the past 12 months there have Is- 
sued from the stotes of Aricansas, Texas, 
Kansas and Oklahoma Territory 61 requisi- 
tions upon the ludian Territory authorities 
for fugitives, while we have reason to be- 
lieve that as many more are hiding among 
their comrades in crime in this asylum of 
criminals. Criminals who find a refuge in 
this territory are rapidly converting the In- 
dian Territory into a school of crime. The 
federal jail at Fort Smitii is at all seasons 
nearly full of prisoners from this territory 
and the fe<ieral court holds sessions con- 
tinuing through nearly every mouth in the 
year. 

This state of semi charts and the farces of 
K'>vernment which exist in this territory 
suKKeKts the very serious question whether 
the time hns not arrived for the federal 
Kovtrnnient to a.s«ert its ri^ht of eminent 
iloiiiain over tliis part of the national do- 
main, and to change its political relations 
with the I'nite<i .'States. Ncjt only the pub- 
lic gofnl but public .safi'ty a.s well its the 
highest interest of the Iruliaii hiniM lf de- 
mands the suggested chaime KesiH-ctfully, 
W, M. Fis)iii.\CK, 
Governor o f Arkansas.

The Japant'pc iinlt strinna who aro not 
barefoot wear wooden clogs, or pattenB, 
or straw landala. In either case they are 
topt OB iKf A cord whidi Dasses between 
til* great toe aad the others, the stock' 
ings being made to Moommodate, like a 
mitten, the great toe In place of the 
thamb. The pat tons are raised two or 
three inch<'8 from the ground by cross 
pieces nnder them four inches apart, and 
they make a great clattering, especially 
te crossing a bridge or wooden platform. 
The majority of the Japanm mm of the 
eommon sort arebareheaded In the atreet 
The women never hare any other cover- 
ing on the head than their elaborately 
dressed hair, always very black, very 
smooth and very abnndant. Frequently, 
though, in these days, the Japanese man 
who still wean the natiTe coetnme sor- 
aoonts it with a derbj hat, wUoh pro* 
daces a peculiar effect. 

One of the first things which strike a 
etrangor is the nianiicr in wliich the ba- 
bies are carried. We see men, women 
and children with babies on their backs. 
It is not uncommon to see a girl of 6 or 
8 yea^ with a baby brother or slater 
atnpiwd OB her shoulders. Tbusincum- 
bsted the diildren walk about, play at 
gaintfS, ttfttt to look at puppet shows, and 
do what they please, without apf>earing 
to feel the burden. The babies are apt 
to be asleep, and their heads swing about 
nntil you wonder that their neoks are 
cot broken. The children all seem to be 
merry and amiable. Very seldom is one 
seen either cross or noisy. I wish the 
good missionaries who aro bcf^inniug to 
ewarm in tho country would send home 
the secret of the excellent behavior of 
the children. 

Am a rule, the young and middle aged 
women are quite good looking, subject 
to tho peculiarities of their type. They 
have smooth, round faces, often witli 
fresh color, liquid black eyes, exquisite 
hands and well rounded arms. Their 
feet are not so attractive, being spread 
eat by the use of clogs or pattens. This 
footgear tends to giro them nngraoefol 
gaits— a sort of waddle — and it is con- 
sidered tho correct thing to too in. Their 
costume, almost always becoming as to 
materials and color, makes them look a 
little dumpish. This is especially the 
eSeot of the great bow of the belt or obi 
worn CO the amaU of the hack aa mnch 
as a f oot sqnara. In most cases the faces 
wear amiable, contented expressions. 

The women of Japan are muc ii better 
treated than their sisters in other east- 
ern nattona, bat they are considered dis- 
tinctly Inferior to the men and are 
taught from their earlieat childhood obe- 
dience—first, to their parental then to 
their husbands, and finally to their sdns 
when they become the heads of their 
households. But this does not appear to 
weigh upon the Japanese woman. She 
Is cheerfnl, docile and contented with 
her lot, happy to serre in the station ap- 
pointed her, with simple tastes and good 
digestion, and politeness which never 
fails. They aro said to bo hom\ house- 
keepers, always observant of their du- 
ties, but I lie simplicity of their house- 
keeping relieves them of a great meas- 
ure of the care which wrinkles the brow 
of the Kew England honsekeeper. 

Their houses, eren the best of them, 
are tho simplest structures imaginjible, 
containiu;; almost notliing of what we 
call furniture, and their dresses require 
no art in their cutting and manufacture. 
Thus the two gre%t causes of worriment 
from which our women suffer do not ex* 
iat for these simple creatures. 

We had heard po mneh iibout tho gei- 
sha girls that we were curious to extend 
our ethnological investigations in this 
direction, tioon after our arrival in Yo- 
kohama arrangcmouts were made by an 
•xparienoed friend for a fonotlim at one 
of the best tea houses In the city. We 
started at 8 p. m., five of us, each in a 
jinrikisha, for a ride to the place ap- 
pointed, about a mile from our hotel. 
We went off at a brisk trot, each human 
nag carrying a paper lantern. Through 
the crowded streets, around the comers, 
with sharp warnings, we fared, and in 
10 minutes brought up at our rendez- 
vous. We were received with low sa- 
laams, and after exchanging our bouts 
for soft oversocks, were conducted to a 
spacious room, inclosed by paper pan- 
Sled partitions. Here we sat down on 
■Uk cushions about 15 inohea square. At 
the aide of each was placed a bibachi, a 
small box containing a live coal imbed- 
ded inaahsB to famish aU|^ for pipe 
or cigar. 

A buxom atteadaat approached with 
tea things, made a low prostration, while 
bar face touched the toot, and most 

eacefully served tea for us. She also 
ought us frnit and cakes, every step of 
the process punctuated by a low bow. To 
this preparation succeeded six girls, 
quite pretty, neatly dressed in soft crape 
coetumea, with smiling faces. Two were 
to play tba aamlsen. a sort of guitar, aad 
the ouMTi wart the dancan. AHmgaMt' 
ted and prostrated themselres before ua. 
Then tho music struck up, the players 
accompanying their instruments with a 
peculiar vocal effort which bore the bar> 
den of the story to be illustrated in the 
danoa. 

The dancers sprang to UmIt placas and 

the fun began. Each danoer carried a 
fan, the managing of which was an im- 
portant part of the business. The move- 
ments were graceful after their kind 
and perfectly innocent and daoorous. It 
waa entirely different from thoae rolup- 
tqraa aaitm danoaa whkli caused ap 



mnch distxu'bafice to the sensitive moral 
sense of Chicago. The dance closed with 
a general prostration. Then the dancers 
came forward and squatted in firont of 
us and about six feet away, with faces 
aa demure as those of jvaam kittens. 
There were Ave or eis dilnrsnt danoee— 
we were fnlly satisfied aa to quantity— 
and then thefunotioB oatte to an end 
wlthsweet smileaand **sayonaraa'*(HOodr 
bys) as we departed.— >Boaton BoabL 

THE BODY AND THE MIND. 



fi'bj th* Former MiAaf d Be Caltlvated For 

tli« Suko nf tho Lntter. 

The important subject of physical cul 
tnre is not considered as it ought to be 
by the majority of men and women, and 
there is almost absolute ignorance of the 
makeup of the body on the part of even 
intelligent people, with little desire for 
such knowledge, altlionfili health, beauty 
and success dei)end Largely on tSe treat- 
ment given to the bo<ly. Mental ac- 
quirements are blindly worshiped, while 
the essential question of health receives 
little thought, and hence it is almost im- 
posrible to ted men in the ordinary 
walks of active life, at middle age, who 
do not complain of impaired health and 
want of vital force. 

Without a Bound tody one cannot 
have a sound mind, and unless proper at- 
tention is given to the culture of the 
body good health cannot be expected. 
Plato ii said to hare called a csrtttnman 
lame because he exerdsed the mind 
while the body waa allowed to suffer. 
This is done to an alarming extent now- 
adays. Brain workers, as a rule, exor- 
cise no part of the body except the head, 
and consequently suffer from indiges- 
tion, palpitation of the heart, insomnia 
and other ills, which if neglected gener- 
ally prove fatal. Brilliant and success- 
ful iiK II are constantly obliged Xa give 
up work through the growing malady of 
nervous prostration. The number of 
those who succumb to it has increased 
to an alarming extent of late yeara and 
that of snicides hardly less. Few will 
question that this is owing to overwork- 
ing tho brain and the neglect of body 
culture. 

Vitality becomes impaired and strength 
consumed by mental demands, which are 
nowadays raised to a periloua height, 
and it is only by careful attention to 

physical development and by judicious 
bodily exercise that tho brainworker can 
counteract tho inental strain. Women 
rarely consider the importance of phys- 
ical culture, yet they need physical train- 
ing almost more than men do. Thou- 
sands of our young women are unfit to 
become wives or mothers, who might be 
strong and beautiful if they gave a short 
timo daily to ph3'Hicul darriOpnMnt.^ 
Lippiucott's Magazine. 

Bow Jaek Oets Whisky* 
One of the meet arduoua tasks derolT- 

ing upon the ofScers of a warship is that 
of j)reveiiting the men from smuggling 
intoxicants aboard tho ship. 

A company of half a dozen men on 
one of tho warships here during the na- 
val review had a yoxmg parrot for a pet 
housed h) a gorgeous big cage. The bird 
was the successor of several that had oc- 
cupied the same cage during a stay at a 
tropical pijrt. The owners seemed to be 
nniortuuiito with their pets, which lived 
only a short time. The one they brought 
here, which had stood the voyage well, 
died soon after the ship arrired hi port 
The men took the cage ashore and got 
some other kind of bird. That also soon 
died, and ho did four or fiveothsnln 
succession within a few weeks. 

Finally the ofBcers noticed the great 
mortality of pet birds, as they had also 
noticed the great frequency with which 
the joint owners of these pets got mys- 
teriously drunk aboard ship. A suspi- 
cion dawned upon them, and they seized 
the birdoage. They found it had a false 
bottom, with a capacity for several 
quarts of whisky, and also that the food 
tins and even the thick bars were hol- 
low. The men had killed their cheap 
pet when other schemes for obtaining 
liquor wero not available, and taking 
the cage ashore for another came back 
with a new bird and half a gallon Or so 
of whisky.— New York Sun. 

A MARBLE CASCADE. 



AVMMareof Mm HUhrtatar Vato WUl Be 
a PeiMBMiS Faik Attniettea. 

The greatest of the permanent attrac- 
tions of Golden Gate park will soon bo 
ready for the public. This is no less than 
the marble cascade on the eastern slope 
of Htrawberry hill. The finishing touches 
are now being put on that work of art, 
and when the pumping machinery is 
ready to furnish the water for it the cas- 
cade will begin to pour its waters down 
the sheer side of the liill to form one of 
the most magnificent artificial waterfalls 
in the world. 

The falls will have two descents of 50 
feet each. The first fall will empty its 
foamy waters into a basin half way up 
the hillside, and the waters will take an- 
othrr plunge and fall into a similar ba.sin 
at tlie base of the cliff. From tho latter 
pool they will flow under a footwalk 
into the lake. When it is stated that 
Vernal falla, in Toeemite valley, are 
only 8S0 feet, or a little over thrice the 
height of the marble cascades, and pro- 
portionately contain no larger volume of 
water at their normal state than it will, 
the force in comparison will b^ under- 
stood.
